and at length an onkir of the Tr^ asury

"\Vc huvf lii-avd," he says, "a s^icut deal 
iiboul •hiipfrial yi-dtji-.^tiiai. ' Soiiin ci( the 
uioi-f ciitliUsiastii- tallu-r.s havf told us nf 
tLu coiuiu^ uuiim upou <-4iial trruis of aU 
the EuglisU pfopk'— il has .sometimes oven 
been put, of all the iMiglish-Hpcalnug peo- 
ple — all over tho world. Wu are not dis- 
tinctly told whether those who luo uot J^ng- 
lish-speakiug are to bo shut out of the 
bouolits of thci achoino. But the schenu) is 
spoken of as liciii',' something spooially and 
iiiteu.sely English, unless, indeed, tho term 
'liritish' is liked Letter. It is not wonder- 
ful that sueh promises have won over many 
nunds. 'lm[)eiial I'ediTation has a gran. 1 
sound; it has an air as if it meant some- 
thing. .\nd if it did mean what it is said 
to mean- -the iiniou, on eloser and more 
bruthorly tiTins, of all men of Knglish de- 
soout, or of all speakers of tho Engli.sli 
tongue, it would mean something to the 
carrying out of which all of us would be 
■willing to lend u helping hand. There are, 
however, some little points; to bo thought of 
on tht^ other side. First, there is the niiiiu-; 
then there is lile //i/'/i;/." 

As til this, iMr. b'reeiniiii says: "It 
tells a little a;,'ain.^t the name of tho 
schonio, that '.vlinl is Miniieriar (jaiiiiot bo 
'Federal,' and what is 'i' odunir cannot be 
'Imperial.' It tolla a little against its aub- 
stance that none can expect the scheme 
to carry out its (irofes.sed purposes except 
tlni.so wlio liave lurmitce'ii the existuuee of 
India and the existence of the I'liited 
Stateii. " Mr. P'reemau goo.s on to con- 
sider fnun a hiatoiical point of v'u'.w tlie 
subject of colonization, ancioiU and mod- 
ern, and the relntiuna which have existed 
between the "Mother States" and tho 
' Colonies." Rnving .stated numerous 
grave diliicultios to any scheme of Feder- 
ation, ovon without the quaHfying adject- 
ive "Imperial," ho continues; "But 
these are not the only dilUcultiea about 
Imperial Federation. To whom is the 
federation to extend l To all the subjects 
of the Queen of Great Britain and Ire- 
land I Or only to auoh of them as are 
European by dwelling-place or descent/ 
Or, to come nearer to the point, we might 
put tho (pie.sci<iii thus: Is it to take in 
only tho sulijecta of tho Queen of Groat 
Britain and Ireland, or the subjects of 
the Empress «?f India as well 1" The 
status of the people of India in tho Km- 
piro is thus stated: 

"Whenever the thing is to talk big 
about 'Knipive,' its groatnoss, its 'pres- 
tige;' all about the dominion on ivliich tho 
sun never lets, all about Ihu drum roll of 
tho Briti.sh auwy going the round of the 
-world, then India is the dearest, tho most 
cherished, the sublinieat part of the talk. 
'Imperial' interests, 'Imperial' greatness, 
'Imperial' everything, seems specially at 
home in that land. It is tiie specially 
'Imperial' soil. Our 'L''a.jtern empire,' 
^! einpirci' tr."; grandest sub- 
ject of all for nmgnilioBUt eloquence. And 
why? To speak the plain truth, because 
the Empire of India is^^^ripire of which 
every man in Great Br^^B feels himself 
to be part-Eniporor. ' l/'i^^^j^ti India; 
'loti' hold the dominion of T^^fcnoyx'be. 
Is not every liritish elector pa^W a groat 
corporate Aurungzeho'f Cut receive India 
to federation, umi '//v' ihmso to do all tliis. 
In a federation of the iMiipiru 'ice' must 
sink into the positieui of citi/.ein of one or 
more of its Jitates; the elector for London 
will be ill n.) way privileged above tho 
elector for Masulipatam. it may even be 
that the 'ice' shall he turned about; and 
that the people of Masulipatam will begin 
to say how 'ire govern I'.lngliuid. Instead 
of every British elector being part of a 
corporate Auruiig/.ebe, it may be that 
every Indian electiir shall he p.irt of a cor- 
porate W illiam. Inqiei ial Federation may 
take a shape in which Engliind, Scotland, 
Canada, Australia shall be dependencies of 
the Empire of India. Fur truly it will need 
stmio very artiticial arrangemont — it 
will ta.v tho full powers of Mr. Mare and 
Mr. Courtney to secure oven proportional 
repreaent.itioii iorany of thuBO small and 
distant eantiiiKi, lying so far away from 
the main cent.ri; of pnwerand population. 
We must expect ihat in the federal as- 
sembly 'if.',' even .-triMigthened by 'oiir' 
re enforcements Iri .in i iliier liiiglish speak- 
ing lai'ids, will 'be defeated, on every 
division, by that vast majority of the 
people of the empire who are not English- 
speaking. 'Our imjieri.il position will 
be, in truth, handed over to (piito .-inother 
'we' — a 'ii-i:' of whom the ( Id liriliah and 
Jingo 'ii:c' will form a very small part 
indeed. " 

Mr. Freeman indeed avers that none of 
tho advocates of an Imperial l''ederation 
mean anything of this kind; they do not 
moan, for example, that in the parliament 
of the federal empire the ;i."),l)fl(),()0() iii- 
liubitants of the liiitish islands should 
have only a proportional voice with the 
200,0U0,UU0 natives of wliat is now con- 
sidered as British India — to say nothing 
of above 50,000,000 more inhabiting tho 
so-called '•Native States," which aru to a 
certain degree under the control of the 
empire. But he suy.-i pertinently: 

"The worda 'Imii.'rial Federation,' 
'Federation o^ tho Empire,' either mean 
nothing, or they mean that on all 'Iniuer- 
ial' questions the'people of the Engl'iiih- 
speaking parts of ihe Empire shall bo

000 for the job. If there be no collusion, 
no corrupt bargain, it might still be that 
No. one's bondsmen, learning how the 
bids stood when opened will bo lione.^tly 
afraid to take the risk, and being nimble 
to got sureties he may Ihj compelled to 
drop out in favor of No. '2. In any event 
the result would bo injury to the public 
interest. It may hi- said that the figures

experience. I can only say that I have 
known greater dilieronce between first 
and second bids than 1 have suggested fur 
sake of argument. All tenders for public 
works arBi;p« Wished in the report of the 
chief commissioner of lands and works an- 
nually. Nothing can bo hid about the 
Point Ellico bridge contract. Would it 
not be better, therefore, to wait until the 
facts are known before passing judgment, 
and not up"-!!! a lot of, what look to ino 
like biisoleas and malicious, surmises, pro^ 
coed to huild up a tottering pile of unjust 
charges which the first breath of 
facts will tumblo around the heads 
of the builders.

Col. Irvine's Cowardice. 



Frauds in connection with the trans- 
port service are beginning to come to 
light daily, and it is 'evident that the gov- 
ernment has been swindled to tho tunc of 

liundroda of thousands of dollars. Many 
of the ollicora appointed to priuiiiiient 
position." were woriiout politiciana, who 
have always existed at the oxpeiiao of tho 
govurnmeut, aud wdio eagerly seized the 
opportunity to plunder the public purse. 
Interesting developments are looked for 
as soon as the-trouble is ended. Tho Sun's 
correspondent with Middloton, in a letter 
to-day, makes some grave charges against 
tho mounted police, which !io avers ho 
can prove. It appears that Col. Irvine 
knew he was wanted at Batouclio, but 
paid no attention to the request to come. 
The correspondent says: 

It was true that whilst our boys were 
lighting thoir way down into Bitouclia on 
tho memorable I'Jth of May, while tho 
gallant Capt. French, poor James Fraser 
aud brave Lieut. Fitch were breathing 
their last, and a score of othors wore ly- 
ing in agony from tlieip wounds, these 
police, who were supposed to be on the 
brink of starvation, were having a roaring 
tinio at their garrison sports, coinpotiiig 
for money pri/.ea <if s^liDO idbu'ed liy the 
tliidaoii Bay Company and mounted po - 
lice. Contrasts aro odious, but in this 
ease they are doubly odious for tho police, 
and a deep and lusting stain has been 
staiii[ied upon the foi'Co which time will 
never etl'ace, and the memory of which 
will rankle in tho hearts and minds of 
Canadians for all time to come. Hitherto 
this force has only been noted for its in- 
ellieienoy to deal with the Indians and 
other important matters, its chief duty 
being to aeizo upon smuggled whisky; but 
now it has aOurdod an exhibition of such 
cold- blooded indifference and callous 
huarllessnesa that eclipses even Nero 
liiklliiig while Riiiiie horned. The con- 
duct ot Col, Irvine is utterly incempre- 
iioiisible, and from what I can lenrn, will 
shortly be a subject of oflicial inquiry. 
The usefuliioaa uf the mounted police 
force, as at present coimtiluted, is gone, 
and ] venture to predict ita aboliiii'ii p:r 
roconatruclioii on an entirely diflereut 
b;jais in ihe near future. The red coat, 
iu place of being an object of respect ami 
tear among the half-breeds aud Indiana, 
has now beuome an object of derision and 
Siiorn amijiig them.

An 
lOngliahnian calling himself H. S.' Strong, 
cashed on the 20th ol May at the Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce, Chicago, forg- 
ed letters of credit of the National Bank 
of Scotland, lilasgow, calling for S7,000. 

.\ ll.iinilton, Canada, papier, thus de- 
scribes a failuro on the part of the gang in 
that city: "The combination of oroeks 
that made a siniultaneotrs effort Tuesday 
til srt indie tho banks in leading cities of 
Canada by lueaiia of forged travelintr cir- 
cular letters, pur[)ortin!r to bu issued by 
tlie Ediiibiu'o branch of the National 
Bank, Scotland, tried thoir little game on 
here, but tho star performer who endea- 
vored to operate in this locality got de- 
cidedly left in his undertaking.

DROWNED ^Br AN OCTOPUS. 

A Chinese Fisiieriiian in Ihe 
Embrace or tlie Dreadctl 
Sea-RIonster. 

(Saif Diega Sua.) ... ■■ J 
In our harbor lie a number of Ohinesa 
junks, preparing for another fishing trip 
to the coast of Low-er California. The 
Chinese who sail from thiu port fishing 
are «]uite different mannered from the 
Mongols who run laundries. Sun-burnt 
they are, and look almost as bronzed as 
Modoo Indians. A Sun represontstivo 
had a talk with one of them, yesterday, 
named Hoy Keo, who seemed to be in- 
telligent and speaks English rather fairly, 
and eliuted the news that on their last 
trip they lost u man. It occurred down 
at Ballenas bay, below Abrejos Point, on 
the const of Lower California, about 400 
miles south of San Diego. They were 
engaged in gathering tho abalone, the 
beautiful shell which adorns many homo 
in the United States. One of tho men, 
whoso first trip this was, strayed away 
from the rest, and it being the 
lowest point of the tide, which 
was commencing to run in with 
big breakers, it seems that this 
chinaman standing barelegged with the 
water up to his knoss was surpriaed at being 
caught by ono of his legs by au 'imtafliiii 
octopus, or as our informant called it a 
devil-fish, and in a second be was tripped 
over, drawn out into deep water and drown- 
ed before the rest of the Cliiuameu realized 
w hat was tho matter with thpir fellow shell- 
gatherer. Tho boats of theChiuamsu wore 
high up on tho beach and when they were 
got into the water no trace could be seen of 
tho missing man. Several days afterwards 
his rcmaiuB floated ashore iu a horrible state 
of mutilation. The octopus, from the des« 
criptiou of it, must have been a monster 
with a body ten feet long, each arm measur- 
ing about ten feet. Our informant said his 
junk expected to leave to-day for the Lower 
California coast in search of abalone shells 
and fish, but will not touch at Ballenas 
Bay, of which he and the other Chinamen 
have a superstitious dread, owing to the 
loss of the Chinaman there during the laat 
trip.

A £.cffciiil of Loch Awe. 

Loch Awe is in the Argyleshiro 
Highlandd, aad the following interest- 
ing legend is narrated of its origin: — 
Close to Loch Awe stands Kilchurn 
Castle, once reaidencG of the Breadnl- 
bane family, and one of the most pic- 
turesque ruins in flreat Britain. It is 
an extensive structure of great antiqui- 
ty and strength, and ia built on a \no- 
jocting rock; when cbe water is high 
it is completely insulated. The adjacent 
shore is low, but tiie rojky headianils 
of Ben Cruachan rise straight from the 
water on the otiior 'side of tho lake, 
till the mountain loses its summit in 
the cloutls. Of the vast ruins of the 
castle, the outer walls are nearly en- 
tire; large circular towers [)roj(,'ct on 
the south and east; while the whole 
has an appeiirance of majestic baronial 
grandeur. PurlK'.i)s the Ijcst view may 
be obtained looking from Dalmally. 
You can enter by a small doorwuj, on 
which is the date 1693. The principal 
building was erected in the early jjart 
of the tifteenfhsQentury by the wife of 
Sir Colin ^5anappell, better known as 
"Black Knl^ht'of Rhodes," while her 
husband was engaged abroad in the 
■wars. The waters whicli supply the 
loch issue from the summit of Ben 
Cruachan, which rises like a giant in 
his solitary majesty. The following le- 
gend gives to thoir source the name of 
the "Fatal Spring;" Long ago there 
dwelt in a cave in the rock Bera, who 
was the daughter of Orianan, the sage. 
She was deceudetl from a long line of 
ancestorb, who iliold largo and fertile 
possessions. To her belonged the lovely 
valleys that stretched below; and the 
docks that roamed far and wide on the 
hills arounil were lu r-s. To her care 
was comitted the charge of that dreud 
"Fatal Ir'priiig," which was one day to 
prove so disastrous to her iinccslral 
race and their fair doiriains. She whs 
commanded to cover the spring each 
night before the sun withdrew ics rays 
with a stone which was covered with 
sacred and mysterious characters. It so 
chanced, however, that one night tho 
unfortuiuUe Bera forgot this duty. She 
had been hauling, and, ovcrooaie with 
toil and the heat of the day, she lay 
down before her usual hour for retiring 
and fell into a heavy sleeii. The stone 
remained unplaced over the "Fatal 
Spring," and the long pent u[> M'aters, 
rushing down the mountain side, cover- 
ed the fair and fertile valleys, and 
turned them into Loch Awe. For two 
days Bera 'cdntinued ill her trance-like 
sleep. On the third morning she awoke 
from her fata! slumber. She rushed to 
remove the stone from the spring, but, 
lo, no stone was there! In terror antl 
dismay, she cast her mournful glance 
towards ilie rich jiossessions of her 
fathers - alas, her gaze fell only on the 
ruined plain.s, now covered by the 
troubled waters. Wbero when she 
went to sleep, were valleys and ])as- 
turo lands, was now a mighty lake. 
The inheritance of her fathers was 
now engulfed by the turbid waters of 
Loch Awe, She gave one wild shriek; 
the mighty mountain shook^^its base; 
she fell prostrate on the ^Bkj ''(^i' 
spirit, forsaking its leuement^H^^v, 
joined the ghosts of her ancesto^^Pi 
their airy halls.

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
ing By-Laws be it enacted by tho 
Mayor and Council of the Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria as follows: 

1. .Sectinn -J of "The By-Lp.\- f;:r i'ro- 
hibitiriR the Eructioii of Woodun liuild- 
iags, 187'J, Ameiidiuoiil By-Law 1883" is 
hereby repealed, and in. lieu thereof tho 
fullowiug substituted: 

"2. That portion of the City of Vic- 
toria which is contained within the limits 
hereinaftt r dusi;ribed, iiamoly — coiiimuiic- 
ing at tlio nortluvodt coriiei^if lot 127, 
thoncB njiuiiiig easterly alung the nortli- 
eru boundary of the said lot to Store 
street, thence easterly across .Store street 
in a straight lins to the centre of Fis- 
gard street, thence easterly alone the 
centre of Fisgard street to the centre of 
Douglas street, thouce southerly along tho 
centre of Douglas street to the centre of 
Courtonay street, thence alonj^' the centre 
of Courteiiay street to tho iiortliea.st cor- 
ner lot 8, thence alono tlie northern h ■iin- 
dary of lot 8 to tho shore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thenco along tho shore line of Vic- 
toria Harbor to the point of coniinonce- 
inont, — is hereby declared to he within 
tho Fire Limits of tlie said city."

To Amend the Buildings Removal By- 
Law, 1884. 

BE IT ENACTKD BV THE MAYOR 
and Council dt' the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria ae follows : 

1. Section 3 of tlie Buildings Tlomoval 
By-Law, 188-t, is hereby amended by 
striking out the word " .-Application " in 
tho lirst lino and substituting the word 
"applicant" therefor, and by .strikiiio out 
"St")" and substituting "810" therefor. 

2. Section 4 of the said By-Law is 
heruby amended by striking out the 
words " one hundred " between the words

therefor, and by striking out all the words 
after tho word "didlar.s." 

3. Section 5 of the said By Law is 
hereby amended by atrikiiig out the words 
" any person moving " at the conimenco- 
mont thereof, and substituting the words 
" ovory person who has obtained per- 
mission fts aforesaid to roiiiovo." 

4. Tho said By-Law is hereby further
